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The reorganization of the committees of the Senate 
in accordance with the programme of the Republican 
caucus was carried out on Monday of this week. The 
services were both well taken care of in the selection of 
men for service on the Committees on Military Affairs, 
Naval Affairs and Coast Defenses. At the head of the 
Committee on Military Affairs is Senator Hawley, of 
Connecticut, whose experience in that position in for- 
mer Congresses and whose thorough familiarity with 
the needs of the Army, as well as his interest in its wel- 
fare, are assurances that it will not be the fault of the 
chairman of the committee if that service does not fare 
well in the present Congress. Associated with him on 
the Republican side of the committee are two ex-Secre- 
taries of War, Senator Proctor, of Vermont, and Senator 
Elkins, of West Virginia. The other Republican mem- 
bers of the committee are Senators Shoup, of Idaho, 
Sewell, of New Jersey, and Warren, of Wyoming. The 
Democratic members of the committee are Senators 
Bate, of Tennessee, Cockrell, of Missouri, Palmer, of 
Illinois, Mitchell, of Wisconsin, and Walthall, of Missis- 
sippi. Senator Cameron, of Pennsylvania, is placed at 
the head of the Committee on Naval Affairs, with Sen- 
ators Hale, of Maine, Perkins, of California, McMillan, 
of Michigan, Chandler, of New Hampshire, and DuBois, 
of Idaho, as his Republican associates. The Democratic 
members of this committee are Senators Blackburn, of 
Kentucky, Gibson, of Maryland, Smith, of New Jersey, 
Bacon, of Georgia, and Tillman, of South Carolina. The 
Committee on Coast Defenses, which will probably be 
one of great importance in the present Congress, has as its 
chairman Senator Squire, of Washington, who has 
given evidence of the interest he takes in the defenses of 
the coast by introducing bills in the last Congress and 
in this, providing for a comprehensive scheme of coast 
defenses. The remaining Republicans on this committee 
are Senators Hawley, of Connecticut, Proctor, of Ver- 
mont, Burrows, of Michigan, and McBride, of Oregon. 
The Democrats are Senators Gordon, of Georgia, Irby, 
of South Carolina, Mills, of Texas, White, of California, 
and Smith, of New Jersey. It also has one Populist 
member—Senator Butler, of North Carolina. 


The “Pall Mall Gazette” reports that the Lee-Metford 
bullet did not come back from Chitral with a general 
consensus of opinion in its favor. It had, somehow, not 
quite succeeded in winning the confidence of the person 
most concerned, Mr. Atkins. No doubt it bored neat 
holes in the enemy while he was yet a great way off, but 
when the enemy refused to be bored by it any longer 
and came to close quarters it seems, as a rule, to have 
failed to find him out, until it occurred to somebody to 
file off its point and supply it with a lead nose. Then it 
became a sort of shell, and man and horse went down 
in their tracks before it. Then, though, it could not be 
got to act as a long-distance drill. The exigencies of 
war, however, require a projectile A deux fins; the prob- 
lem was to make the Lee-Metford such a_ projectile. 
This appears now to be in a fair way of being solved. 
Mr. Atkins’ attachment to his new weapon is to be se- 
cured by providing that weapon’s magazine attachment 
with nosey ammunition for destructive use against a 
rush, to the making of which rush the un-nosed brad- 
awl variety is apparently intended to supply the needful 
stimulus. Our future wars, in fact, will be conducted on 
the principle of boring the enemy to death. In an artt- 
cle in “Nature” Sir William MacOormac says of the 
new bullet: “At near ranges the explosive effects will 
be much the same as before, but at long range the nar- 
row bullet track, the small external wounds, which often 
approach the subcutaneous in character, and the moder- 
ate degree of comminution and fissuring of the bone will 
he surgically advantageons. These will form the bulk 
of the gunshot injuries of the future, for it would seem 


impossible with magazine quick firing rifles to 
maintain a contest at close oauarters without 
speedy mutual annihilation. I think we are justi- 


fied in believing, although there {fs high authority for a 
contrary opinion, that the next great war will be more 
destructive to human life, ‘bloodier,’ in fact, than any 
of its predecessors, and that the number of injuries. 
and in many cases the severity of the iniury. will be 
largely increased. But very many cases will remain less 
severe in character, more capable of successful treat- 
ment, and less likely to entail future disablement, while 
improved sanitation and antiseptic methods will enor- 
mously Increase the proportion of recoveries.” 


A French journal laments because the French sol- 
dier has of late years been deprived of the privilege 
which other people enjoy of carrying an umbrella and 
having it borrowed. Up to 1866, the “Thnited Service 
Gazette” reports, and as “the majority of Englishmen are 
surprised to be told, it was by no means rare to meet 
officers in uniform carrying umbrellas. No one had any- 
thing to say against it. Every one admitted that it was 
permissible to keep epaulettes and uniform from being 
spoiled by the rain. However, Marshal Canrobert, one 
of the most brilliant chiefs of the French Army, who 
was then in command of the first division at Paris, was 
of opinion that for officers in uniform to carry umbrel- 
las, thongh it might not be expressly forbidden by the 
regulations, could not be tolerated, and at his instiga- 
tion the Minister of War of the day issued the most 
stringent orders that in future no French officer, what- 
ever branch of the service he might belong to, was ever 
to be seen carrying an umbrella while in uniform.” <A 
curious anomaly it is that, while this regulation has re- 
mained in force ever since, it has not been made appli- 
cable to the French Navy, the officers of which service 


are said to be seen walking about the seaports in uni- 
form and holding up umbrellas to shield them from the 
rain which their military comrades must allow to de- 
scend unchecked on their gold lace and epaulettes. Froin 
this it would appear that sailors, French sailors at least, 
are not over fond of water. 


The Senate on Tuesday adopted Senator Chandler's 
resolution directing “the Committee on Naval Affairs to 
inquire whether the prices paid or agreed to be paid for 
armor for vessels of the Navy have been fair and rea- 
sonable; also, whether any prices paid have been in- 
creased on account of patent processes used for the in- 
troduction of nickel, or for cementation by the Harvey 
process; and, if so, whether the increases in price are 
fair and reasonable; whether the issuance of any of the 
patents was expedited at the request of the Navy De- 
partment; whether such patents were properly issued and 
were for inventions not previously known or used, and 
who were and are the owners of such patents; whether 
anr officers of the Government were interested therein; 
or at the time when any contracts were made were or 
have since been interested in the patents or employed 
by the owners thereof; and whether any legislation is 
necessary to further promote the manufacture and 
cheapen the price of armor for vessels of the Navy.” 
This resolution was adopted after a short debate, in the 
course of which Senator Chandler said that certain facts 
had come to his knowledge which required investigation 
and publicity if they were as he understood them, in 
order that in future contracts for armor everything 
might be above suspicion and above reproach. He did 
not mention the name of any officer or officers suspected 
of having been improperly interested in the Harvey 
process of treating armor plates, but he referred to ar- 
ticles in the New York “Times,” which referred to 
Comdr. Folger, who was Chief of the Bureau of Ord- 
nance at the time of the adoption of the Harvey process 
for the United States Navy. Comdr. Folger courts the 
most thorough investigation into the entire matter cov- 
ered by the resolution, so far as he is concerned. He 
applied to the Secretary of the Navy upon his return 
for an investigation, but the Secretary decided that there 
was nothing to investigate. 








Another officer has heen retired under the provisions 
of the 30-year law. Capt. Henry A. Greene, of the 
2h Inf., upon his own request, has been transferred to 
the limited retired list. There are still a dozen or so of 
these vacancies and Secretary Lamont is determined to 
fil! them so as to make room for the enlisted men who 
snecessfully passed their examinations for commissions. 
Three officers recently applied for retirement under the 
80-vear law in addition to Cant. Greene, but all with- 
drew them and one substituted therefor a request to be 
ordered before a retiring board. No doubt is expressed 
that a number of officers will be glad to take advantage 
of the opportunity to retire under the 30-vear law and 
Secretary Lamont is determined to give them every op- 
portunity. Besides the vacancy created by Capt. 
Greene’s retirement another vacancy was cansed dur- 
ing the week by the ‘lismissal of 1st Lieut. Samnel S. 
Pacne, 15th Inf. The President. after carefully re- 
viewing his case, decided that it was not one for execn- 
tive clemency and directed that the recommendation of 
dismissal made by the board be carried ont. As there 
ore no additional 24 TLientenants in the infantry. the 
two enlisted men who have passed their examinations 
for commissions and are now at the top of the list will 
he assigned to the vacancies. 





The test of machine guns has finally heen completed. 
Apnarently the Department has not vet selected a tyne 
of these guns for service use. UWhon the recommendation 
of the hoard which conducted the test it has placed an 
order of fifty guns with the Colts Comnanyv. ond bas 
informed the proprietors of the Maxim-Nordenfeldt and 
Hotchkiss weapons that thev will he nermitted to make 
alterations in their guns with a view to further tests, 
Should the result of these tests prove satisfactorily the 
suneriority of one of the guns over the Colts on order 
will he placed with its owner. The hoard which con- 
ducted the competitive trial of these guns was com- 
nosed of Lieut. N. FE. Mason. Prof. Philip R. Alger and 
Ensign Nathan C. Twining, U. S. N. 


Engr.-in-Chief Melville has proposed to the Navy De- 
partment that he be permitted to lengthen the propeller 
shafts of the ram Katahdin. By this means he believes 
that he can safely make the vessel reach a speed of 17 
knots with a cost of only $5,000 at the utmost. The De- 
partment is considering the proposition. The President 
has signed the bill directing the Secretary of the. Navy 
to accept the ram and Gen. Hyde. the president of the 
Rath Iron Works, is being heartily congratulated upon 
the acceptance of the ship. 


Owing to the absence of a large number of Senators 
and Representatives for the holidays there have heen 
no meetings of the service committees this week. The 
nomination of Gen. Coppinger is, therefore, still unacted 
upon in the Senate Committee on Military Affairs. It 
is the intention of the committee to take this nomina- 
tion up at its first meeting and try to come to a conclu- 
sion in regard to it. The general expectation among 
members of the committee still is that a favorable report 
will be made upon it and that the nomination will be 
confirmed by the Senate. 


The Senate on Tuesday adopted a resolution submit- 
ted by Senator Proctor directing the Secretary of War 
to inform the Senate what amount of money can be «(j- 
vantageously used for the purpose of coast defense prior 
to July 1, 1897, and what portion of said amount should 
be made available during the present fiscal year; also 
an estimate of what portion of the amount would be 16. 
quired for sites, for engineering and for ordnance work, 
and whether the requisite number of heavy guns can te 
supplied from the Government shops, and, if not, wheth- 
er the deficiency can be manufactured by private plants 
in this country. 





The North Atlantic squadron is still lying in Hampton 
Roads. Rear Adml. Bunce has reported that he is ready 
to leave, and it is said that he has been ordered to go 
just as soon as he it ready. But he is still in home 
waters. It is generally believed, however, that the ad- 
ministration does not desire him to go into the Carib- 
bean Sea for the present, as the Venezuelans might be- 
come excited by the proximity of an American fleet and 
commit some over act which would precipitate trouble. 

Representative Meyer, of Louisiana, has introduced in 
the House of Representatives a naval personnel )jj| 
which is substantially the bill agreed upon by the joint 
sub-committee of the Naval Committees in the last (on- 
gress. There are a number of changes in the text, but, 
as a rule, they are merely verbal and do not change its 
effect materially. The provisions for the enlistment of 
men for the Navy are made to apply to “general service” 
enlisted men, so as to distinguish them from the special 
service men provided for the Coast Survey and Fish 
Commission vessels. The limitation that promotions of 
enlisted men shall be after not less than one year's serv- 
ice in each grade in time of peace is stricken out. ‘lhe 
provision in regard to the reduction in rating of enlisted 
men is changed so as to allow them to be reduced by 
order of the Secretary of the Navy, as well as by sen- 
tence of a general or summary court martial. From Sve. 
60, providing for the enlistment of special service men 
for the Coast Survey and the Fish Commission, the fol- 
lowing provisions are stricken out: “No other special 
service men shall be allowed in the Navy except banids- 
men, mess attendants, and officers’ cooks and stewards: 
and all other special service men now in the Navy shall 
be-enlisted for general service, or discharged: Provide that 
any such man who has served over twenty years in the 
Navy may be retained on special service, and shall be 
considered as supernumerary to the general service ap- 
propriated for: Provided further, that any enlisted man 
or petty officer of over twenty years’ service may be 
transferred to this supernumerary list for special service, 
and shall be entitled to such transfer upon his own ap- 
plication.” The Line Committee have issued a state- 
ment, in which they say: “The Line Committee in for- 
warding the inclosed desire that it be understood that the 
modifications suggested are proposed in case this bill be 
the one favored by the Department and the Congces- 
sional Committees. The Line Committee holds itself 
perfectly free to urge any suggestions which may appear 
practicable and for the good of the service; it holds that 
it was left by the resolutions of the late meeting of the 
line officers entirely free to act for the best interests of 
the Navy. It is not wedded to any bill, but it must, 
however, be remembered that bill H. R. No. 790 is based 
upon the bill proposed by the Secretary of the Navy, :nd 
was the outcome of a Congressional commission, and it 
is on these grounds that the Line Committee bases its 
present action and makes known to the service what bas 
seemed to it advisable in the premises. If this bill be 
finally not favored, the committee is prepared to make 
suggestions on the lines of any bill which may be se- 
riously considered in Congress. It believes that the Con- 
gressional committees are earnestly desirous of accom- 
plishing something in this question and it believes that it 
should work with and not against them. The matter is of 
much too serious import to the service for factional «p- 
position to the ultimate views of the Congressional! com- 
mittees to be entertained.” 


Under the caption “First rate,” there were only three 
naval vessels completed on Jan. 1 of last year. To-day 
there are seven. The list is headed with the battleship In- 
diana, which will shortly be assigned to the North At- 
lantic squadron. The Texas, a second-class battleship, 
will soon be placed out of commission for alterations. 
The Maine, Olympia, Minneapolis, Columbia and New 
York, with the Indiana and Texas, comprise the vessels 
of the first rate which are completed. It is expected that 
during 1896 this fleet will be increased by the battle- 
ships Massachusetts and Oregon. The Brooklyn and 
Iowa will be finished in 1897. The list of second-rate 
ships has been increased by the addition of the Amphi- 
trite, and during the year it is expected that the Puri- 
tan, Monadnock and Terror will be added. ‘The Katab- 
din will be added to the list of third-rate ships during 
the year. Where there were only five vessels comprising 
the North Atlantic squadron last year there are now 
seven. The Minneapolis has gone to the European sta- 
tion, where the Marblehead, with the San Francisco, is 
on duty. The force in Asiatic waters has been increased 
by the Olympia, and will soon be joined by the Boston 
and possibly by the Adams. The Baltimore is now on 
her way home, the Petrel is under orders to return ond 
the Concord will shortly follow them. There is n° 
change in ships composing the South Atlantic station. 
The Mohican has been placed out of commission on ‘he 
Pacific station, as has the Ranger. With these excep- 
tions, there is no change in the composition of the fleet 
on the Pacific station. 





Within a few days the War and Navy Departments 
will issue to the services registers for the year 18%. 
The revision of the proofs is expected to be completed 
and the registers printed in time for distribution before 
another week. In the Army there have been compara- 
tively few changes, though the year has been mark oH 
by the retirement of several officers of high rank. The 
retirements in the Army during 1896 will be numerous. 
and will include eight staff officers of high rank, among 
them Brig. Gen. R. N. Batchelder, Q. M. Gen. There 
will be one other retirement in the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment, that of Lieut. Col. William B. Hughes. In 
the Pay Department Col. Terrell and Majs. Keefer and 
Robinson will retire: in the Adjutant General’s Deput- 
ment, Col. Vincent; in the Subsistence Department, 
Lieut. Col. Barriger and Lieut. Col. Wilsons in the Med- 
ical Department, Majs. Caldwell and Lauderdale: in the 
cavalry, Col. Gordon, Col. Biddle, Lieut. Col. Bernard. 
Maj. Randlett and Capt. Drew retire; in the artillery. 
Col. Closson, Col. Lodor and Capt. Shaw: in the infan- 
try, Col. Penrose, Col. Parker, Capt. Ulio and Capt. 
Munson. The retirements in the Navy are Commo. Car- 

nter, Comdrs. Newman, Nelson and McCurley, Med. 

rs. Wales and Kindelberger. Paymr. Skelding. Chief

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The Federal Senate of the United States of Brazil 
sends its greeting to the Senate of the United States of 
America upon the worthy message of President Cleve- 
land, who so strenuously guards the dignity, the sover- 
eignty and the freedom of the American nations. 


The U. S. Court of Claims has dismissed the case of 
Ww. W. Hubbell, of Philadelphia, for $200,000 against 
the United States for the use of cartridges patented by 
him and u by the U. S. Army. The patent in ques- 
tion was granted to Hubbell in 1879. 


One of the oldest of British military clubs, the Cale- 


donian United Service, Edinburgh, has collapsed as a. 


service club, and is henceforth to look for its member- 
ship mainly to business men in Edinburgh and Leith, 
while the military and naval element has been rapidly 
clearing out. 


The Edinburgh “Scotsman” referring to so much of 
President Cleveland’s message on the Venezuelan ques- 
tion as says: “No calamity which a great nation can in- 
vite equals that which follows supine submission to 
wrong and injustice,” retorts: “Not even for the sake of 
American friendship could we submit tamely to be kicked 
and hustled out of the American continent.” 


The act of Oct. 1, 1890, cited in the bill of Senator 
Palmer (S. 586), quoted last week, refers to such offi- 
cers on the active list who would be entitled to promo- 
tion to a higher grade, but who upon undergoing the pre- 
scribed examination prior to snch promotion are found 
to be physically disqualified. They are then and not till 
then retired with the rank they would have been pro- 
moted to had they passed the examination in all respects. 


The prizes of the British Army Rifle Association were 
won this year by the following scores: The Queen’s cup, 
772: Duke of Connaught’s cup, 216; young soldier’s cup, 
696; inter-squadron volleys match, home, inter- 
squadron volleys match, abroad, 135; inter-company vol- 
leys match, home, 145; inter-company volleys match, 
abroad, 158. £422 were awarded in prizes, against £381 
in 1894. 


The Senate on Monday adopted the resolution intro- 
duced by Senator Quay, directing the Secretary of the 
Navy to inform the Senate whether, in his opinion, it 
would be advantageous to the naval service to now con- 
tract for six battleships, instead of for the two at pres- 
ent authorized, on the basis of the bids now before the 
Navy Department, modified as might be, in the opinion 
of the Department, to the public interest. 


The House of Representatives on Saturday, Dec. 28, 
passed the Senate joint resolution authorizing and di- 
recting the Secretary of the Navy to accept the ram 
Katahdin and make her a part of the Navy of the United 
States, waiving that clause in the contract under which 
she was built, requiring her to make a speed of at least 
17 knots per hour. The Senate should act with equal 
promptitude in passing this bill. Nothing is to be gained 
by delay. = bal 

A dispatch from Ottawa states that one result of the 
present war scare will be the unanimous demand of the 
Government for the arming of the Canadian militia. 
Lieut. Niblack, U. S. N., suggests in the interests of the 
Naval Militia, as well as on broader grounds, that it 
would be well if the War and Navy Departments would 
settle as soon as practicable by competitive tests which 
is the better weapon—that of the Army or the Navy— 
and stop at once the making of the least desirable arm. 


Venezuela is making active preparations for war as 
the possible outcome of the boundary dispute with Great 
Britain. Four places between Caracas and La Guayra 
have been fortified. After the great mass meeting of citi- 
zens in the Simon Bolivar Plaza, called to thank the 
President of the United States for his message on the 
Monroe Doctrine and its application to the boundary 
dispute with Great Britain, the students of the univer- 
sity visited Santa Inez to ask President Crespo to arm 
the militia. 


lustrated article on the Army and Navy General Hos- 
pital, Hot Springs, Ark., now under command of Maj. 
H. O. Perley, Surg., which it concludes by saying: “The 
number treated at the Army and Navy Hospital is, of 
course, very small by comparison, but, nevertheless, 
many a wearer of Uncle Sam’s blue afloat and ashore 
has had cause to bless the waters of Hot Springs and 
the care of a liberal Government that gave him this op- 
portunity to regain Jost health.” 


It has just been discovered that Grover Island, in 
Camden County, Ga., the ownership of which has been 
apparently in doubt for nearly a hundred years, belongs 
wholly to the United States. The matter was recently 
brought to the attention of Assistant Secretary McAdoo, 
of the Navy Department, by Mr. Rufus 8. Lang, of Sa- 
tills Bluff, Ga., who desired to know whether it was 
land ineluded in the act passed by the last Congress re- 
storing certain lands not needed for naval purposes to 
the States in which located. 


In an article on the execution of Adml. Byng ‘Temple 
Bar’ says: “Byng was not exactly a martyr.

_ No further steps have been taken by Maj. Gen. Miles 
in the matter of target practice for the artillery with the 
heavy guns.

Calling attention to the fact that we have only three 
establishments =e high-power guns, the New York 
“Herald” says: “If the people and their representatives 
should see quicker work on the coast defenses, so that 
they could feel assured of getting satisfactory protec- 
tion before the end of the century, they would be much 
more willing to grant the money needed for forts and 
guns. That is one reason why the Navy has been treat- 
ed liberally—there is something to show for the money 
without waiting 10 years.” The Navy have been able to 
show something for their money because oz have called 
to their aid the enterprise, energy and skill of private 
manufacturers. 


The “Naval and Military Record” reports that a syn- 
dicate has been formed in Calcutta to dig for a buried 
treasure of 60 lacs of rupees ($3,000,000), the where- 
abouts of which is said to have been discovered through 
the translation of an inscription on a copper tablet taken 
from the person of a rebel leader during the engagement 
at Oudh in 1857-8. The exact spot was purchased and 
a bungalow built over the hidden hoard, and in the 
course of a couple of months, if things prove to be as 
described on the tablet, the members of the syndicate 
will each receive 3 lacs, the State being entitled to a 
third of all treasure-trove, and 10 lacs being the share 
of the soldier. 


In a recent address on “The Tactical Training of Vol- 
unteers” Lord Wolseley said that there was a general 
tendency to confound tactics with strategy. When one 
talked of strategy he talked of a science, but when he 
talked of tactics he talked of an art. Tactical instruc- 
tion might be given in a room. Of course, he did not 
wish to deprecate the instruction which was given in the 
field. On the contrary, the more officers of both the 
army and the volunteers could go into camp and be 
taught tactics and tactical operations the better it would 
be for them. It had been said that regiments and regi- 
mental officers were what the commanding officers made 
them, and he believed that to be entirely the case. 


Now that the Duke of Cambridge, of royal blood, is 
no longer in command, the British War Office has been 
reorganized by an Order in Council issued Nov. 22. The 
Commander-in-Chief is invested with general command 
over her Majesty’s forces, and will issue “Army orders,” 
and as “principal adviser of the Secretary of State,” 
will be charged with all patronage, and the “general su- 
pervision” of all departments; but in describing the func- 
tions of the Adjutant General, Quartermaster General, 
Inspector General of Fortifications, and Inspector Gen- 
eral of Ordnance, it is added in each case that the offi- 
cer holding the appointment shall advise the Secretary 
ef State. 


Speaking of the recent barracks braw] at Willets Point, 
the New York “Times” says: “This trouble recalls an 
incident related by old soldiers here. It is said that 
while Gen. Abbot was in command a man applied 
for enlistment and was accepted. To some of the men 
he was a suspicious character, being a little above the 
average stamp of the enlisted soldier. After serving four 
months he disappeared and was not seen again. Gen. 
Abbot made a trip abroad some time later and found the 
devices of his invention were being operated in the Eng- 
lish torpedo system. It has since been thought that 
the mysterious recruit was an Dnglish army officer.” 


There is a rumor that the Japanese Government has 
entered into provitionary arrangements with Lord Arm- 
strong & Co., the great English firm of shipbuilders and 
gunmakers, for the establishment of a dockyard and 
gun factory in Japan. The proposed terms are that 20 
per cent. of the labor should come from England, 80 per 
cent. be furnished by Japan, the Japanese Government 
contributing an annual subsidy, and reserving the right 
to purchase the works at the end of a certain number 
of years, by which time the necessary skill will have 
been acquired. If this scheme be consummated Japan 
will soon be building all her own ships of war and man- 
ufacturing her own armament. 


In an article on “Waterways from the Ocean to the 
Lakes,” in “Scribner’s” for January, Thomas Curtis 
Clarke suggests that if the United States build the Nic- 
aragua Canal, they should own the territory through 
which it passes, by purchase outright from Nicaragua. 
Perhaps here is a use for some of the silver that is 
hoarded in our treasury. Second—That there should be 
no underestimating the cost. All the various contingent 
items, so foolishly overlooked in the instances quoted, 
should be liberally provided for. Lastly—The United 
States should make it a free canal, with no tolls except 
sufficient for maintenance, and open to all nations both 
in peace and in war. This should be her gift to the 
world. 


A paper on the subject of the “Monroe Doctrine” was 
read before the West End Club of Toledo, O., Dec. 18 
by Lieut. H. DeH. Waite, U. S. A., a member of the 
law firm of Scribners, Waite & Wachenheimer. In it 
he said: “Such a position as the one assumed by our Presi- 
dent can only be maintained by war. War is always pop- 
ular—at its commencement. We have been at peace 
for a longer period than for any other time in our his- 
tory, and we are uneasy at such prolonged military in- 
activity. Once light the torch of conflict, and no reason 
and no argument can stay the progress of the war spirit 
of this nation. Patriotism and love of combat, which are 
born in every son of America, will sweep away all argu- 
ment and we will all be for our country, right or 
wrong.” 


The “Hawaiian Star” of Nov. 20 says: “Judges de- 
clare that Thursday’s parade of -the Ist Regt. was de- 
cidedly the best military display ever made by Hawaiian 
troops. Besides staff, field and line officers 512 men 
were in the parade. In the Ist Battn. were Cos. A, B, 
© and EK, and a fifth company of artillery. B turned 
out four platoons and was divided into two companies, 
under Capt. White and Lieut. Jacobsen respectively. In 
the 2d Battn. were Cos. F, G, H and D, fifth company 
of artillery and a sixth of flying artillery. Carter's 
mounted reserve and Cook’s mounted patrol brought up 
the rear of the parade. The artillery in the second was 
in charge of Lieut. Lugwig, Co. F. Col. McLean’s re- 
organization of the aniformed force may now be record- 
ed as an unqualified success. Interest in the National 
tuard has very much increased, and it has grown rap- 
idly in numbers and efficiency.” 


The fact has just been announced that Gen. John A. 
Logan was the author of a book entitled “Uncle Daniel's 
Story of Tom Anderson and Twenty Great Battles,” 
which was published anonymously in 1886. He wrote it, 
according to a friend of the family, in 1884 and the fol- 
lowing year. He began it while he was on the Repub- 
lican ticket with Blaine as a candidate for Vice-Presi- 


dent. Gen. Logan told those who were honored with 
his confidence that all the incidents in his book were 
actual occurrences. He regarded the story more as an 
autobiography than anything else. The mework of 
the story was imaginary, but its substance was drawn 
from Gen. Logan’s own experience and observations, In 
order to conceal his identity and to avoid too pointed 
reference to prominent men in military and civil life, 
Gen. Logan chan geographical and proper names to 
suit his purpose, though nearly always leaving a clew to 
his meaning. The story is told by “Uncle Daniel” after 
the close of the war, and this “Uncle Daniel” in real] life 
was Daniel McCook, father of the famous family of Mc- 
Cook boys, who entered the Army from Ohio. 


Edward L. Munson, Lieut. Med. Dept., U. 8. A., 
writes from Fort Assinniboine, Mont., Dec. 20, to the 
New Haven “Register,” calling attention to the dangers 
attending war, and especially in view of the fact that so 
many manufactories of small arms are concentrated in 
undefended cities near the sea. He says: “The inter- 
ests of the Government imperatively demand one or two 
attentions. Either these towns must be strongly forti- 
fied or these rifle and cartridge factories must be re- 
moved to scattered points throughout our country, like 
Atlanta, Pittsburg, St. Louis and Omaha, where they 
would be inaccessible from the sea and in part, if not 
entirely, secure from attack by land. Our patriotism, 
our bravery, our wealth, and numbers are as nothing if 
there can be no armament and we must not let these 
essential plants remain in such position or condition that 
every one of them could be destroyed within forty-eight 
hours by a series of rapid military movements combined 
with a naval raid. The cities of New Haven and 
Bridgeport especially must be fortified or the rifle, revol- 
ver and cartridge factories within their borders must be 
removed to more strategic points.” 


The Pekin and Tien-Tsin “Times” speaks in very 
plain terms as to the miserably economical manner in 
which the recent United States Commission traveled 
while in China engaged in their official duties. Their 
procession did not cut a very imposing figure, as the 
Commissioners were traveling in mat litters (chiao-wo-tz), 
the poorest and cheapest kind of litters used. Various 
comments were passed by the Chinese on the mode of 
travel. “The Commissioners were doing it for economy’s 
sake, wishing to pocket part of the sum allowed them 
for traveling eqeeanee, was one opinion, and another 
was that “the Commissioners were being conveyed like 
prisoners.” In Anglo-Saxon eyes it may seem an unnec- 
essary fuss, but to the thousands of Chinese who have 
gazed upon the Commissioners and heard of them the 
absence of those things which they are accustomed to 
see in connection with their own rulers can only convey 
a most unfortunate and untrue impression with regard 
to the great nationality these gentlemen represent, and. 
indeed, of foreign nations generally. It is a point of 
comparative unimportance, but to show how the Chinese 
view things it may be well to mention that Lieut. Comdr. 
John P. Merrell, U. 8S. N., was considered to be the 
head of the Commission by reason of the gold braid on 
—~ aoe, while the other gentlemen wore civilian 
clothes. 


The “Army and Navy Gazette” tells us that the Ma- 
jestic and Magnificent, which are about to be commis- 
sioned, differ in many important respects from the eight 
battleships of the Royal Sovereign class. The upper 
works and superstructure are far more imposing, the 
closed-in wppee deck battery and the massive breast- 
works both forward and abaft—especially forward, 
where they are 17 feet high—give a towering aspect to 
the vessels. The solid looking “hoods” upon the sum- 
mits of the barbettes add to the quantity of top hamper, 
but we have not a word to say disparaging their use- 
fulness, as without them it would be impossible to have 
the guns’ crews who are working the long 12-inch breech- 
loaders under cover. The additional 4 feet of freeboard 
forward, and its corresponding increase aft, have con- 
tributed largely, too, to enhance the seagoing aspect of 
these vessels. The funnels have been brought close to- 
gether instead of being wide apart, as in the Royal Sov- 
ereign. This is not an improvement so far as regards 
appearance. The alteration of the forward bridge, set- 
ting it back clear from the main conning tower and 
from the guns of the main armament, is clearly a step 
in the right direction. As it is, an unobstructed view can 
now be obtained from the conning tower on either beam 
and ahead, while the captain and officers standing on 
the bridge are not liable to be blown away from their 
position by the blast of the heavy guns, as would be the 
case with many of our ships if the barbette armament 
was trained upon the beam. 


In a recent conversation Gen. Miles said: “There are 
four ways by which the coast cities could be protected. 
The first is by floating batteries, that is, by battleships 
and monitors. These are expensive, costing two or three 
million each, and are not so good for defensive purposes 
as other means. The second way is by land batteries, 
which could be built more quickly and would be more ef- 
fective. The third way is by torpedoes and mining case- 
mates. Without high-powered guns, however, it would 
be possible for an enemy to land a force and explode the 
mining casemates, thus obviating this danger for his 
fleet. In the case of torpedoes they would have to be 
placed so low as not to be visible at low tide. Otherwise 
oer could be destroyed by means of rapid fire guns. At 
high tides it would be ible for the light draft vessels 
to pass over them. e Japanese at Weil Hai Wei 
passed over the torpedoes and Farragut pursued a sim- 
ilar method. An enemy could do the same in our har- 
bors. There is another way of protecting the harbors, 
but that involves destroying the commerce of cities 
lying upon them. This method is to load vessels with 
stone, iron, etc., and sink them in the channels. This 
would naturally prevent either ingress or egress and 
would destroy the cities’ commerce after a war as much 
as during it. In the city of Savannah, a place I visited 
recently, I found the engineers still removing obstructions 
which had been placed in the harbor during the civil 
war. In the harbor of Sebastopol during the Crimea ob- 
strugtions of this character were located, and a Boston 
firm has made its fortune by assisting in their removal. 
Regarding the land forces, no difficulty would be expe- 
rienced in getting a million men in a month. The small 
Army we have would be in the nature of a nucleus for 
other troops. What we need, however, is not men, but 
coast fortifications. After we got the fortifications then 
we could get the men to operate the i. The wealth 
of 300 years is stored in cities like n, New York 
and other great cities and their loss would be ve 
vere. We could not afford to lose them. They should be 
protected. In order to properly _Jrotest New York 98 
guns and 177 mortars are needed. Secretary Lamont

G. C. M. CASES. 

In the case of a soldier recently tried at Fort Myer, 
Va., for desertion, etc., the reviewing authority, Maj. 
Gen. Ruger, says: “The findings to the charges and 
specifications are disapproved. ‘‘he evidence found in 
the record does not fully establish the fact that the pris- 
oner had any intention to desert the service. The fact 
that he was arrested as a deserter the next day after he 
left his post, in the adjoining city, cannot of itself be 
considered as proof. He does not appear to have sought 
to seclude himself from public observation, and the in- 
cidents attending his absence without authority’ were 
not of a character to warrant so serious a verdict. By 
its finding to the specification to the second charge, the 
court in effect acquitted him of all its material aver- 
ments and substituted a new specification. The prisoner 
will be released.” (S. O. 310, D. E., Dec. 27.)

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SENATOR SHERMAN’S BILL. 


ats , - Louis, Dec. 26, 1895. 
Sditor “Army an a ournal”’: 

The bill (S. 538) which appears in the “Journal” of the 
7th inst. & B., “by request,”) might appropriately be 
entitled “A bill to disorganize the infantry and cavalry 
in order to promote some artillery officers.” The addi- 
tion of two cavalry regiments should deceive no officer 
of that corps, for it results in a decrease of twenty-four 
troops and forty-eight commissioned officers. 

While a few infantry Captains would be promoted, 
seven Colonels would be relieved of command and thir- 
ty-four companies be lost, resulting in a net loss of in- 
fantry officers. No geod reason why a battalion, wheth- 
er of me) cavalry or artillery, should have two 
field officers, Lieutenant Colonel and Major, is assigned. 
In our present regimental stations the infantry would 
have twelve field and staff officers, one to each company: 
the cavalry would have nine for eight troops, the artil- 
lery being even better (or worse) off in this respect. 

While the entire scheme shows a net decrease in the 
number of officers at a time when difficulty is ex 
rienced each year in providing places for West Point 
graduates, it does result in a large increase in the num- 
ber of field officers, thus adding to the requirements for 
quarters, baggage, tentage, etc. While artillery officers 
ure to remain in their own corps or go to the horse or 
mounted regiments, according to the measure of their 
scientific attainments, infantry and cavalry officers are 
liable to exchanges from cavalry to infantry, or vice 
versa, “from the next lower grade by seniority,” wheth- 
er or not such changes are desirable on their part or 
compatible with their training and capacity. 

Those who are in the service for promotion only may 
find in such lottery of assignment, with increased rank 
(and, ineidentally, increased pay) advantages sufficient 
to compensate for this general disturbance. : 

As one whose prospects for promotion might be im- 
proved by this very bill, I wish to register a decided ob- 
jection to the “omnibus” bills which annually appear, 
viving the impression that we are lobbyists first and sol- 
diers afterwards. , 

The infantry wish three battalions, but for tactical 
purposes strictly, and not at the expense of other corps. 
if Congressmen would ignore all bills that do not origi- 
nate with the Honorable Secretary of War, or in his de- 
partment, our efficiency and ultimate good would not be 
threatened as they are by such selfish schemes as the 
above bill.

EX-REGULARS FOR WAR SERVICE. 

Editor “‘Army and Navy Journal:” ; 

During a meeting of some ex-regulars a few nights 
ago the conversation naturally drifted to the prevailing 
war excitement, and in course of conversation the opin- 
ion Was expressed, that it seemed extraordinary that the 
Government did not avail itself of the services of the ex- 
regulars. There are scattered all over the United States 
thousands of these men, in this city alone the.e are from 
4,000 to 5,000, who served five years or more ‘in the reg- 
ular Army. All these men are well drilled and ready 
to take the field as soon as armed and equipped. This 
force should be permanently organized, and it seems to 
us that such could be done at a very small cost to the 
country. Battalions of veterans should be formed, the 
company officers to be selected from the men, field and 
staff to be retired Army officers. Assemble the men for 
drill onee a month and encamp them once a year for 
target practice. Should an emergency arise, you would 
have 100,000 additional able soldiers. Let the Govern- 
ment furnish uniforms and arms, give the men a few 
dollars’ pay each month (and regular pay according to 
rank when in actual service), and we feel satisfied that 
you would be able to fill as many battalions as you need 
at the first call of the bugle. Does it not strike you that 
such a reserve force would be better than one formed 
out of National Guardsmen or Volunteers?

THE AMERICAN VICTORIA CROSS. 


(From the London “Army and Navy Gazette.”) 

Few people in this country are, we imagine, aware 
that the United States possesses a reward for valor pre- 
cisely similar in character to our Victoria Cross, and 
awarded in the same way alike to officer or private for 
conspicuous bravery in action. The decoration, which 
takes the shape of a five-pointed star surmounted by an 
eagle with outspread wings, is known as the “Medal of 
Honor,” and has been in existence since July, 1862, when 
an act of Congress sanctioned its presentation to such 
officers, non-commissioned officers and privates as most 
distinguished themselves in action. The idea was sug- 
gested by Gen E. D. Townsend, late Adjutant General 
of the U. S. Army, and was recommended to Congress 
by the late Gen. Scott, who was Commander-in-Chief of 
the Federal forces when the Civil War broke out in 
1861. Of the 2,500,000 men who are stated to have been 
under arms in fighting “Seecesh” in that stupendous 
struggle of five years’ duration a trifle over 1,500 gained 
the coveted distinction. Gen. Wilson Miles (sic) the newly 
appointed Commander-in-Chief of the U. 8S. Army, gained 
the medal for conspicuous gallantry as Colonel of the 
6lst New York Infantry at the battle of Chancellors- 
ville, May 3, 1863, and it has also been awarded to such 
distinguished present-day officers as Gen. John M. Scho- 
field, who won it at-Wilson’s Creek in August, 1861, and 
Gen. O. Howard, who secured it for distinguished bray- 
ery at the famous battle of Fair Oaks, Virginia, June 27, 
862. Of recent years the records of the United States 
War Department have been thoroughly overhauled and 
revised, the result being that many deeds of valor in the 
great struggle between North and South have now been 
brought to light. As a consequence the Medal of Honor 
has been awarded in some cases thirty years after it had 
been earned. In this way Gen. Alexander Webb, at the 
yresent day chief of the College of the City of New 
York, has received the medal for distinguished gallantry 
at the head of the 2d, or Philadelphia, Brigade, in the 
great battle of Gettysburg, and Gen. Theophilus Roden- 
bough, now chief of the Bureau of Elections in New 
York, has been selected for the honor in recognition of 
his valor as a cavalry officer under Phil Sheridan in the 
fierce fighting against the Confederates in the Shenan- 
doah Valley. He lost his right arm at the battle of the 
Opequan, Sept. 19, 1864, when Sheridan forced Gen. 
Early to retreat, and is stated to have displayed almost 
unparalleled gallantry on that occasion. The last occa- 
sion on which the American “V.C.” was gained was in 





the Sioux War of 1890-91, when several officers and men 
received it by act of Congress. 
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THD INDIAN PROBLEM IN CANADA, 


Bath, N. Y., Dec. 28, 1895. 
Editor “Army and Navy Journal:” 


I notice in the “Journal” of last Saturday, the 2ist 
inst., an article taken from the “Westminster Review,” 
in which the treatment of the Indians by Canada is 
strongly contrasted with the policy pursued by the 
United States toward the redmen. The statements and 
inferences of this article disclose a settled belief existi 
in the British mind which should not be proc 
without challenge. That the statements are misleading 
or founded in ignorance, a little consideration will easily 
show. The Dominion of Canada, nor y ! of the Prov- 
inces which compose it, had anything to do with the In- 
dians of British North America outside af the arable 
lands until the Dominion was created abows thirty years 
ago. From 1670 to that time the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany had complete control and sovereignty over the In- 
dians of the vast region which stretches from the agri- 
cultural margin along the northern shores of the chain 
of lakes and the banks of the St. Lawrence River to 
the Arctic circle. 

The Hudson’s Bay Company was then the most power- 
ful corporation on earth, after the East India Com . 
It maintained fleets and such armed and organized forces 
as it needed. Its object and sole purpose was the fur 
trade, and toding me and factories were established 
throughout Britis orth America. Adventurous men 
enlisted and youths above sixteen years were indentured 
in Great Britain and brought over to becomt hunters, 
clerks and factors, and they que spent all their 
lives in the service of the company. All settlements not 
necessary to the fur trade were forbidden, and it was a 
rule that no fence should be built across an Indian trail. 
The wilderness was maintained as a boundless me 
preserve for the company. The Indians were employed 
to carry on for profit their most natural and congenial 
pursuit, that -* hunting, and their women were married 
to the white « . .loyees of the company. The natural re- 
sults to the 1 w.ians were contentment and half-breeds. 
This accounts or the peace which reigned with the In- 
dians in Canada for over two centuries. 

When these immense hyperborean forests and frigid 








wastes had been exhausted of furs and no longer af- 
forder profit to the Hudson’s Bay Company, the min- 
ion of Canada secured its territorial rights with certain 


reservations at a bargain for £300,000, and the Riel re- 
bellion quickly followed the first attempt of the Domin- 
ion to govern the Indians and half-breeds of the North- 
west. aj. Wolseley organized and commanded the ex- 
pedition which was sent from Montreal to Fort Garry 
(now Winnipeg) to quell it and was promoted to a Col- 
onelcy for this service. Had there been no British troops 
in Canada at that time, it is impossible to say what 
would have been the outcome. 

T conditions of the eonquest and settlement of the 
United States by white men, and the objects which in- 
vited their energies, were altogether different from those 
which dominated the occupation of Canada. Our pio- 
neers wanted the soil on which to establish homes for 
their families. They were ore to obey the command- 
ment to multiply and replenish the earth and subdue it. 
The Indian never obeyed that command and never will 
obey it. No race that disregards the prima! purpose of 
man’s creation has any right to exclusive occupation of 
any portion of the earth. Americans desire to use rail- 
roads and plows, and what they desire they generally ef- 
fect. The Indian’s habits could not be changed, but 
his habitats could be by removing him. Americans have 
not had the time to educate and Christianize the Indian 
nor inclination to marry him, and probably never will 
have. There are about five thonsnnd Indians of the no- 
blest and most intelligent tribes that have ever lived 
right here in New York State. They have sufficient ex- 
cellent agricultural lands for their support and for forest 
growths, and have had educational opportunities and re- 
ligious teachings pressed upon them for nearly a cen- 
tury, and yet a large proportion of them remain stub- 
born pagans and will not work, but rely on government 
annuities. They are natural children of the forest who 
resist civilized adoption. 

Considering all the circumstances and conditions at- 
tending the displacement of the Indians by the resist- 
less growth and development of our industrial type of 
government in the United States, and the results thus 
far attained, the economies of friction involved have 
been marvelous and the cost inconsiderable. Our in- 
dustries and necessities demand everything above and 
below ground between the Atlantic and Pacific oceans. 
Canada is an enormous carrier, but her other industries 
are not extensive, and have nearly reached their limit 
of development. Her waters run away from us with a 
large proportion of her commerce and of her sympathies. 
These conditions have left her a modified relic of the 
ancient militant type of government that is now eating 
its head off in Europe. W. W. AVERELL.

Ghareen of the Rest & Oemnan and French maneuvers 
find that the I'rench Etat-Major-General has so much 
improved that there is now little to choose between that 
and the German staff. They give the German 
the advantage of the Frenchman in _ physique, 
but he has less stomach for a fight. More at- 
tention is paid in France to the personal com- 
fort of the soldier and the French medical ar- 
tillery service are exceptionally large and _ intelligent. 
The guns are better horsed than the German, but the 
driving is not so good. The Germans are more skilled 
than the French in screening their guns; trenches are 
thrown up promptly and the men compelled to keep out 
of sight as much as possible. The utmost quiet is pre- 
served in the ranks. Every man is so trained that he 
knows what to do. There is no excited shouting out to 
this one or that to lie down, or right incline, to close in 
or open out; no Aides-de-Camp gallop about with con- 
tradictory orders, all is method and system. The same 
silence is not found in the French ranks. There are, 
however, few words of command in extended order; the 
whistle does everything. The Germans have discarded 
volley firing and their line of attack is not so loose as 
the French. The French, on the other hand, fire vol- 
leys, except at point-blank range, and their fire discipline 
is good. Neither army will have anything to do with 
flag signaling. The Germans make but a very limited 
use of the bicycle, while the French employ it largely. 
Every effort is made in both services to avoid attenuat- 
ing the fighting line by details for extra services. ‘The 
men are discouraged from smoking on the march, but 
are allowed to drink at will. Provided that the column 
does not drag, and that ranks are well locked up, the 
men are allowed largely to choose their own path, and 
the French march whenever it is possible with a rank 
on each side of the road to get a clear current of air 
through the column, all traffic going down the center. 
Arms may be sloped or slung, but not trailed. The trail 
takes too much room. 


In an article in the “Rider and Driver’ Maj. E. A. 
Garlington, I. G. U. 8S. A., says: “The passing away of 
constant field service, the concentration of troops in large 
garrison, the erection of riding halls, ete., have made it 
not only possible for, but incumbent upon, every com- 
mander of troops to educate his men in every detail en- 
tering into the make-up of a trained soldier. So well has 
the opportunity been seized by the cavalry branch of the 
service that I say without hesitation the American cay- 
alryman is to-day the best soldier on the face of the 
earth, barring none. I don’t believe any army in the 
world can parade ten regiments of horsemen—dragoons, 
hussars, or what not—possessing the offensive and de- 
fensive qualities of our ten regiments of cavalry. Not 
only this, but they are the best rough-riders in the world. 
They can fight on the ground or on horseback, with 
saber or revolver, as occasion requires. Their ability to 
shoot with infantry has been attested year after year at 
the target competition, and their proficiency with the 
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revolver mounted is such that five years ago it was be 
lieved to be impossible of attainment. At all the Jarge; 
garrisons cavalry progress has been most satisfactory, 
The post at Fort Riley has one of the finest riding halls 
in the world, built of stone, lighted through the roof, ani 
inclosing an open clear space of 100 by 300 feet. The ip. 
struction of the troops is under the direction of the re. 
spective troop commanders, supervised by the squadroy 
commanders and the director of the cavalry school. Capt, 
George A Dodd’s Troop F, 3d Cav., in addition to being 
thoroughly instructed in everything pertaining to a cay. 
alry troop, can give an exhibition of feats of horsemap. 
ship hitherto believed impossible.” 


A London financial paper, ““Money,” says: “If the aver. 
age Yankee thinks that the average Englishman cares tw» 
straws about the Venezuela quarrel he is handsomely 
mistaken. No one except that tame clerk in Whiteha)) 
does. But for all that we are not going to sit dow) 
quietly and let the United States send out a commissiy; 
to fix our boundaries for us. This is going a little too far. 
When we .want any one from Washington to tell ws 
what belongs to us, and what to Venezuela, we will ask 
them. At present we are quite capable of managing ou 
own affairs. When the time comes we will deal with 
Venezuela. But we will not be hustled. We intend 1 
take our own time.” Our contemporary is mistaken jy 
assuming that a commission is to be appointed to deter. 
mine the Venezuela boundary for the benefit of English. 
men. Its sole purpose is to ascertain the facts for the 
benefit of our own authorities. It may or it may not be 
that by the time the commission makes its report sony 
one in England besides the Whitehall clerk will take an 
interest in the matter. Only one thing is clear thus far, 
and that is this country will make common cause with 
Venezuela if it should appear that England is deter 
mined to seize upon territory to which she has no clear 
legal title. A London correspondent of the New York 
“Tribune” states the case very clearly when he says: 
“The English have read Lord Salisbury’s reply to Sec. 
retary Olney’s dispatch, and utterly fail to appreciate 
the intense irritation which his cynical and contemptu- 
ous treatment of the Monroe Doctrine has inevitably 
caused in America. For seventy years since it was first 
proclaimed European powers have been extending their 
conquests and multiplying their colonial dependencies in 
Asia, Africa and the South Seas, and during that pe 
riod, with the single exception of the British encroach 
ments upon Venezuela, not one of them has increase! 
its territorial holdings on the American continent. ‘Th 
Monroe Doctrine may not have had the force of inter 
national law, but it has been respected as an Americal 
tradition, and has been silently operating to maintai 
and perpetuate republican institutions in the Nev 
World. Yet Lord Salisbury deals with it as though it 
had long been an extinct Yankee notion, instead of a ¥ 
talizing principle in the progress of the western heni- 
sphere; and every English journal pronounces his treat 
ment of the subject masterly and unanswerable. 


“The Monroe Doctrine is simply an English idea ap 
plied to the American continent. What do you English 
men say about India? You say that you have suprem 
interests in that quarter of Asia which justify the exer 
cise of controlling influence over its destinies. If the 
Russians attempt to push in the frontiers of Afghanista 
you are ready to go to war about it. It is not a questio 
of international law. It is a matter of British suprew 
acy in that portion of Asia where you cannot afford W 
have « rival meddling with frontiers and making tert 
torial conquests. What was done when Egypt was in! 
state of anarchy and your communications with Indi 
were endangered? You took possession of Egypt, whet 
you had absolute control over the Suez Canal, and thet 
you are to this day. Was it a question of internation! 
law? It was not. You went to Egypt under pledge ! 
go out again as soon as order should be restored, a0! 
your promise is unfulfilled. You are there because Jy 
have your Indian empire and find it necessary to contr 
the interoceanic canal. You have supreme interests # 
India, and by virtue of them claim the exclusive rig 
of regulating the boundaries of Afghanistan and © 
trolling the country through which the canal pa 
Now, that is simply the Monroe Doctrine in an Engli 
form.” 


England has another little war on hand. A Kew! 
telegram from Accra says: “Preparations are bei 
pushed forward for the advance of the British expe 
tion into Ashantee territory. The Kings of Akwapi 
and Krobo, who recently conferred with Mr. Maxwé 
at Christiansborg Castle, have arranged to supply 19, 
earriers for transport purposes, while other tribes i0 
British protectorate will furnish 50,000. The Raco 
cruiser, Comdr.

Lieut. Comdr. F. G. T. Cole, and the Magpie, gun

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A PEACE ESTABLISHMENT FOR THE ARMY. 

We call the attention of the Army to the bill intro- 
duced this week by Mr. Cummings in the House and 
which will be found on page 315. 

The purpose of this bill is to give to tue Army without 
further delay the minimum organization required for 
peace; one which it ought to have had long ago. ‘lhe 
mere statement of the fact that our present artillery 
force of 3,100 enlisted men is not sufficient to properly 
man the defenses of the single city of New York is proof 
that the artillery should be increased. Of this there can 
be no doubt. There is no difference of opinion on this 
subject among those who understand the facts. It is 
equally well settled that the infantry of the Army should 
have the same three-battalion organization as the other 
arms of the service. This accords with the modern mili- 
tary system adopted for foreign arms, because of the 
uew conditions resulting from the improvements in mod- 
eru weapons of war. If it should be thought best to in- 
crease the cavalry force, the second section of this bill 
will not be required. If the cavalry force is continued 
as it is now this section should be adopted, in order to 
suve the cavalry from the discouragement and demorali- 
zition which would result from the increase of Army 
promotion in which they had no part. By adopting a 
simple measure of this character we provide at once for 
the necessary increase of the Army without waiting for 
a discussion of the various questions as to its reorgani- 
zition, These can be considered more at leisure. They 
have been before Congress for years, and experience 
shows that an attempt to determine them in advance 
would indefinitely postpone the settlement of the im- 
portant question of Army increase. This should be de- 
cided without delay. 

If this bill should become an act, it would infuse new 
life into the Army. It not only provides vacancies for 
the coming graduates of the Military Academy, and the 
enlisted men of the Army found worthy of commissions, 
but it would bring into the Army a representation from 
civil life that would be of value to it. The country is 
full of young men who are eager for a military career. 
From among them we could obtain such soldiers as 
Andrew Jackson and James Monroe, Presidents of the 
United States; Winfield Scott, Nelson A. Miles, Alfred 
Terry, William S. Harney, Edwin V. Sumner, Charles 
A. May, Pike Graham, Persifer T. Smith, Jeff. C. Davis, 
John E, Wool, John R. Brooke, Frank Wheaton, Elwell 
S. Otis, James Bankhead, William Whistler, Lewis C. 
Armistead, and others who never graduated from the 
Military Academy. 

With such an organization for the Army as is here 
proposed, we should not only have a military establish- 
cut somewhat approaching the requirements of peace, 
but one that could be readily expanded to meet the first 
necessities of war. The present average strength of a 
company is 56 enlisted men. Assuming this number, we 
should have in the 600 troops, batteries and companies 
here provided for an aggregate of 33,600 enlisted men. 
Adding the present detachments for engineers, guards, 
tnattached recruits, etc., and the officers, we shall have 
a total of but little more than 37,000 men, rank and file; 
certainly not an extravagant force. 

If it should be found necessary at any time to increase 
the number of enlisted men to the maximum, we should 
increase the Army to 67,462 officers and men, and this 
could be done in a few weeks by simply issuing an in- 
Vitation to enlist to old soldiers trained in the regular 
service, and who would return eagerly to the ranks the 
moment they found a prospect of active duty. By en- 
larging each battalion of the Army into a regiment re- 
cruited to the maximum, as might be done in time of 
extremity, we could have an organized and trained force 





of 200,000 men. Meanwhile the charge upon the public 
treasury would be limited to the modest establishment of 
37,220 officers and men called for by this bill.

It would be idle, says the London “Army and Navy 
Gazette,” to conceal the fact that we have made ene- 
mies where we had allies—that Germany is lukewarm, 
that France is not affectionate, and that Russia by her 
press accuses us of perpetual intriguing against her in 
the East. Our Armenian intervention has not been a 
success so far, and the reforms that were promised by 
the Sultan are suspended under the stress of the unfor- 
tunate negotiations connected with the demand of the 
powers for reinforcements to the stationnaires at the 
Golden Horn. The accusations directed against the Sul- 
tan are very violent—he is accused of “lying” and of 
breaking promises he never made. A correspondent of 
the “Gazette” says: ‘““‘The Turk has been inflamed 
against the Christian through the intermeddling of Mr. 
Gladstone, the Duke of Westminster, Canon McColl and 
Mr. Stevenson. The most hated name at Constantinople 
is now that of Britain.” It is well that the English 
should begin to understand what winning ways they 
have “to make folks hate them.” As if they were eager 
to multiply adversaries they must needs just at this time 
flout at our doctrine of “America for the Americans,” 
for which, if it ever came to an issue, we should be 
found ready to stake our last dollar and our last man. 
Seventy-seven years ago John Quincy Adams, who was 
then Secretary of State to Mr. Monroe, said in an entry 
in his diary, under date of November, 1819: “Great 
Britain, after vilifying us twenty years as a mean, low- 
minded, peddling nation, having no generous ambitions 
and no God but gold, had now changed her tone and 
was endeavoring to alarm the world at the gigautie 
grasp of our ambition. Spain was doing the same; and 
Kurope, who, ever since the commencement of our gov- 
ernment under the present Constitution, had seen those 
nations intriguing with the Indians and negotiating to 
bound us by the Uhio, had first been startled by our ac- 
quisition of Louisiana, and now by our pretension to ex- 
tend to the South Sea, and readily gave credit to the 
envious and jealous clamor of Spain and England against 
our ambition. Nothing that we could say or do would 
remove this impression until the world shall be fa- 
miliarized with the idea of considering our proper o- 
minion to be the continent of North America. 

“From the time when we became an independent peo- 
ple it was as much a law of nature that this should be- 
come our pretension as* that the Mississippi should flow 
to the sea. Spain had possessions upon our Southern 
and Great Britain upon our Northern border. It was 
impossible that centuries should elapse without finding 
them annexed to the United States; not that any spirit 
of encroachment or ambition on our part renders it nec- 
essary, but because it is a physical, moral and political 
absurdity that such fragments of territory, with sover- 
eigns at fifteen hundred miles beyond sea, worthless and 
burdensome to their owners, should exist permanently 
contiguous to a great, powerful, enterprising and rap- 
idly growing nation. Most of the Spanish territory 
which had been in our neighborhood had already be- 
come our own by the most unexceptionable of all uc- 
quisitions—fair purchase for a valuable consideration. 
This rendered it still more unavoidable that the remaiu- 
der of the continent should ultimately be ours.” This is 
the American doctrine and by it the United States will 
stand, come what may. Since Adams wrote Russia has 
recognized it by selling us Alaska, but England is seek- 
ing, to the best of her ability, to minimize the advantage 
this gave us by extending the boundaries of her Cana- 
dian possessions at our expense. It is well enough to 
preach the gospel of fraternity and peace for the ad- 
vantage of England, but Americans are asking them- 
selves when England ever showed the smallest consid- 
eration for our rights or our interests except under com- 
pulsion. 


The action of the Navy Department in seeking in- 
formation concerning the condition of the old monitors 
has given rise to a renewal of the sensational rumors 
that the United States was preparing for war. ‘The of- 
ficials still claim that there is no cause for alarm in 
what they are doing. They are simply preparing for 
possible contingencies, and they have no reason to be- 
lieve that there will be trouble with Great Britain over 
the Venezuelan question. In all the United States has 
thirteen of those old monitors. Seven are at League Is!- 
and, two at Norfolk, two at Mare Island and two are 
being used by the Naval Reserves of Massachusetts and 
North Carolina. Those of the ships which are in serv- 
iceable condition have two 15-inch smooth bore guns 
mounted in single turrets. The machinery. of at least 


half of the vessels is in good condition and the machin- 
ery of the remainder could be put in shape without much 
delay. Their hulls are not so good, however. Really 
only two or three of them could safely go to sea, 


It should not be forgotten that the completion of the 
Chicago drainage canal entirely alters the conditions of 
defense for the cities on the great lakes. It opens a 
ship canal between the Mississippi and the lakes, and we 
have no treaty with England that prevents us from 
keeping as many war vessels as we like on the Missis- 
sippi. They might be built in the shipyards along the 
lakes and kept as a Mississippi flotilla ready for use 
wherever they are most needed. Congress should take 
immediate action to provide the system of inland com- 
munication all along our Atlantic border, which was 
reconimended in a report presented by Frank Blair in 
the 38th or 39th Congress. This would not only be a 
measure of defense, but it would provide a short-cut for 
coasting vessels, and one in which they could be pro- 
tected in war. England has fifty-two vessels of war 
whose draught will permit their entrance through the 
Welland Canal. One of these carries 11 inches of ar- 
mor, but the remainder are ordinary cruisers, with no 
protection to their sides. With the lakes connected with 
the Mississippi by a ship canal and with the Hudson 
River, we should be able to concentrate everything we 
have in the way of light draught boats for attack or de- 
fense on the Canadian frontier. By further extending 
our system of inland waterways, as proposed by Cen. 
Blair, we could send vessels entirely around the terri- 
tory lying between the Atlantic and the Mississippi River, 
and beyond the reach of an enemy's heavy vessels, and 
could concentrate them wherever they might be most 
needed. Our difficulty is now as always, not in the lack of 
intelligent schemes of defense, but in persuading Con- 
gress to consider any of them. The money wasted in 
fooling with financial schemes would have provid 
abundantly for defense. 


Our London service contemporary, the “Army and 
Navy Gazette,” says: ‘The message of President Cleve- 
land to the United States Congress ix relation to our 
boundary difficulty with Venezuela came as a shock and 
a revelation to the statesmen and the people of Europe. 
lt was felt as a shock because, if words mean anything 
—and in the mouths of statesmen who guide the des- 
tinies of nations, they carry with them an immense re- 
sponsibility—the President's message implies, in certain 
eventualities, that the United States Government is pre- 
pared to commit the two branches of the Anglo-Saxon 
race to a criminal, suicidal and calamitous war. ‘he 
stupendous nature of the disaster with which the Presi- 
dent threatens, we will not say the interests of this 
country and his own merely, but the highest interests of 
humanity, will soon, we apprehend, be borne in upon 
himself, as it has already been upon the most sagacious 
of European statesmen. No greater misfortune could 
overtake civilization than mutually destructive warfare 
between two branches of a race which has not only 
marched in the forefront of all enlightenment, but has 
shown, by its measureless stability and resource, that it 
has been as a guard over the best interests of the civil- 
ized world. To maintain this curiously distinctive char- 
acter of American policy there is to be a ‘balance of 
power’ on the American continent, in which the will of 
the United States weighs more than all the rest, and iu 
order to maintain this ‘balance’ the direction of force in 
Europe is to be upset and the peace of the Buropean 
continent to be imperiled. We do not know, moreover, 
that the United States Government has ever taken any 
steps even to give the appearance of justice to the right 
it assumes. It is a truth in politics, as it is in morals, 
that every right implies a corresponding duty; but has 
the Government at Washington ever assumed the duty 
of enforcing internal order upon the States of Central 
and Southern America—many of which are a reproach to 
civilization—or taken steps to secure respect for the lives 
and property of Europeans within their borders? On the 
continent opinion is almost universally with us, The 
*Temps’ regards President Cleveland's slip as almost un- 
precedented in the annals of diplomacy. The ‘Débats’ 
describes the Monroe Doctrine as a political maxim 
which cannot be accepted by the rest of the world us 
prevailing against international rights. The Berlin ‘Post’ 
observes that President Cleveland’s policy seems delib- 
erately shaped to ruffle other powers. The ‘Nationa! 
Zeitung’ considers the American demand for arbitration 
a mere farce, in view of the fact that the United States 
assumes the attitude of sole dictator. The ‘K&élnische 
Zeitung’ and the ‘Frankfiirter Zeitung’ both regard the 
President’s action as a mischievous political maneuver, 
and this is a view very largely held in this country, 
though it is difficult to credit the responsible head of a 
great State with wanton trifling with the highest inter- 
ests of humanity.” 


The President's reception on New Year's Day was at- 
tended by all of the officers of the Army and Navy in 
the city. They assembled in the War and Navy De- 
partments, respectively, shortly before noon and then, in 
full dress, marched to the White House, where they 
greeted the chief executive. The appearance of the line 
was highly creditable and deserved the many encomiums 
showered upon it, by not only the high officials, but by 
all the diplomats and others who happened to be at the 
Executive Mansion when the column made its bow to 
the chief executive. In addition to officers on duty in 
the departments and visiting officers, the officers on duty 
at Fort Myer, headed by Col. Gordon, 6th Cav., and the 
officers on duty at the Washington Barracks, headed by 
Col. Closson, 4th Art., shook hands with the President 
and wished him a happy New Year,

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


British naval authorities have decided to extend their 
experiments with various types of water-tube boilers, and 
have selected two torpedo gunboats and three torpedo 
boats to be fitted with different systems for competitive 
trial. 

The cruiser Kyan-Ping, one of the warships captured 
from China by the Japanese during the recent war, was 
wrecked on the Pescadore Islands Saturday, Dee. 21, 
1895. Nearly all her officers and sixty men were re- 
ported missing. 

The Senate has adopted a resolution calling upon the 
Secretary of the Navy for estimates as to the cost of re- 
building the Constitution. 

The Navy Department has decided to install in the new 
battleship Massachusetts ten of Lieut. Fiske’s range in- 
dicators for signaling to the various gun positions the 
distances determined by the range finder. ‘This installa- 
tion is like that of the battleships Indiana, Maine and 
Texas. 

“The American liner St. Louis is ‘finding herself,’ ” 
says the New York “Sun.” ‘On the trip she officially 
finished abeam of Sandy Hook lightship on Dec. 27; she 
averaged 19.56 knots an hour over a course of 3,057 
knots from Southampton. She showed on Christmas 
Day what she is capable of in moderate winter weather 
by reeling off 505 knots. Allowing twenty-four hours 
and fifty minutes for the nautical day coming west, it 
will be seen that she averaged 20.28 knots on her best 
day. On the nautical day ending at noon on Friday she 
covered 504 knots, half the time bucking a nasty head 
sea. Her performance on Christmas Day indicates that 
in pleasant weather she will probably clip a few hours 
off the Southampton record of six days, seven hours and 
fourteen minutes, held by the steamship New York.” 

It is expected that before the end of the financial 
year the British fleet will have been to a large extent, if 
not completely, supplied with the new magazine rifle and 
its equipment. All the new cruisers about to be built 
in England are to be fitted with water-tube boilers, and 
it is believed that the reasons which have already 
brought about the introduction of these boilers in small 
ships must in the end operate for their adoption in all 
classes of war vessels. 

The French second-class cruiser Duchayla, just 
launched at Cherbourg, is 308 feet 4 inches long by 45 
feet 7 inches beam. Her draft of water aft is 20 feet 
10 inches, and her displacement is 3,952 tons. She is to 
be fitted with triple expansion engines, working two 
screws. Her boilers are on the Allest system, and they 
are to work up to 9,500 horsepower; should this result 
be worked out, the Duchayla ought to attain a maximum 
speed of 19% knots per hour. Her armament will com- 
prise twenty guns (all quick-firing) and two torpedo 
tubes. 

It is practically settled that the two small armored 
ships wanted by Norway will be constructed in Ger- 
many. One of the Clyde firms asked nearly £550,000 
for the two ships, while a well-known firm on the Tyne 
submitted a tender to do the work for just under £400,- 
000. The boats, although termed battleships, are only 
8,408 tons displacement, being 274% feet long, 4814 feet 
beam, and 17 feet draft. The forced draft power is to 
be 3,700 indicated horsepower, and the speed 16 knots. 

The new fast French torpedo boat Forban, which at- 
tained the phenomenal oes of 31% knots an hour on its 
trial by the builders, off Brest, on the 2ist ult., under- 


went a second trial on the following day under the gy. 
pervision of the navy officials. A speed of 30 knots was 
made easily, and the boat will be at once commissioned 
for service. 

The U. S. S. Amphitrite at Charleston, the Boston 
was at San Francisco, the Thetis sailed from San 
Diego for Magdalena >: all on the 2d. The Lancaster 
sailed from Madeira for Montevideo. 

Tubulous boilers are less liable to derangement from 
accident or neglect. They occupy less space, are lighter 
raise steam of higher pressure in much less time anj 
are more easily repaired.

The report of the inspection of the armored cruiser 
Maine shows that in one respect her defects were similar 
to those discovered in the Texas. In the Texas the hy- 
draulic turret operating apparatus leaked so badly that 
it was impossible to fire the 12-inch guns. Considerable 
leakage also occurred in the Maine’s turret appar:tus, 
The ship’s force has been tinkering with the Maine’s “4p- 
paratus since the inspection occurred, and with the as- 
sistance of Asst. Naval Constr. Dashiell, who went to 
Hampton Roads for the purpose, the operating appara- 
tus is now in working condition. Another defect found 
in the Maine lay in the location and character of her 
6-inch ammunition hoist. This hoist connects the :n- 
munition compartment with the deck. It was found to 
be too close to the smokestack, and was perfectly straight 
through to the deck, so that it was possible for a hot 
cinder to drop from the smokestack directly into the 
ammunition chamber. Mr. Dashiell recommended—and 
his recommendation was adopted—that the hoist termi- 
nate on the deck below the gun deck upon which the 
G-inch guns were located, and that the shell’ be passed 
through a hatchway. When the Maine returns from her 
coming cruise, it is the intention to shift the shell rom 
to the chamber now occupied by the ammunition and 
the latter to the compartment occupied by the shell. The 
battleship Texas has been ordered to Norfolk in accord- 
unce with the recommendation of Chief Naval Constr. 
Hichborn and Engr.-in-Chief Melville, where she will 
undergo a survey by a board consisting of an ordnance 
officer, a naval constructor and an engineer. She will be 
placed out of commission when the survey is concluded, 
and will undergo alterations, which will require at least 
six months, At every revolution of her engines during 
her recent trial her bottom plates quivered as to indi- 
cate that they could not stand the strain. “These will be 
taken off and the frames strengthened.

NEW MILITIA BILLS. 


A militia bill introduced by Mr. Curtis, of Iowa, directs 
that several States shall organize and maintain in active 
preparation military companies of not to exceed forty- 
two men and three officers, as follows: Alabama, Cali- 
fornia, Georgia, Kansas, Mississippi, North Carolina 
and Wisconsin, each thirty-six companies; Arkansas, 
Louisiana, Maryland, Minnesota, New Jersey, South 
Carolina, Virginia, each twenty-four companies; Colo- 
rado, Idaho, Montana, Nebraska, Nevada, New Hamp- 
shire, Oregon, Vermont, Washington, West Virginia and 
Wyoming, euch twelve companies; Connecticut and 
Maine, each eighteen companies; Delaware, four com- 
panies; Florida, nine companies; North Dakota, six com- 
panies; Rhode Island, eight companies; Illinois, eighty- 
four companies; Indiana, eighty-six companies; Missouri, 
sixty companies; New York, 144 companies; Ohio, nine- 
ty-six companies; Pennsylvania, 120 companies; Lowa, 
Kentucky, Massachusetts, Michigan, Tennessee, Texas, 
each forty-eight companies. : 

Sec. 2. That the commanding officer of each company, 
duly commissioned by his State, be paid the sum of 
$60: Provided, first, That said officer shall give his 
whole time to his State for the organizing and disciplin- 
ing of the company over which he has command; shall 
make himself familiar with all military laws and forms, 
and keep all records and papers as prescribed by law; 
shall let no other business interfere with his military 
duties, under penalty of stoppage of pay; shall keep, at 
a convenient lovation, an otlice for the transaction of 
military business; shall, when duly authorized, act as a 
recruiting officer for the United States service. Nothing 
in this proviso shall prevent any officer from doing busi- 
ness which does not interfere with his military duties. 

Sec. 3. That each officer and enlisted man be allowed 
the sum of $7 per month for attendance upon at least 
four drills each month, and 10 cents per hour for all ex- 
tra drills called by the commanding officer, or special 
duty ordered by said officer: Provided, That said officer 
has been granted permission by the Adjutant General of 
the Army for said extra drills or duty. Any soldier ab- 
sent from any regular drill ordered by the company com- 
mander as above prescribed shall forfeit 25 cents for 
each drill missed, provided that two drills missed in one 
month shall subject the delinquent to a forfeiture of pay 
for two months. Every soldier who fails to attend two 
drills in succession must make written excuse to the 
commanding officer, who shall indorse favorable or un- 
favorable, as a fair investigation dictates, and forward 
to the Adjutant of the Army, who shall order said sol- 
dier stricken from the pay roll if, in his opinion, the ex- 
cuse is not sufficient, and recommend his discharge from 
the service to the Adjutant General of the State. The 
company commander shall forward a muster and duty 
report to the Adjutant General of the Army on the last 
day of each quarter: March 31, June 30, September 3O 
and December 31, retaining a copy for his own use. 
Said reports shall be examined by the Adjutant Genera! 
and duly indorsed, and an order drawn, presented to the 
Treasurer of the United States, who shall immediately 
send a warrant to the company commander for the 
amount due his company. Upon receipt of said warrant 
the company commander shall immediately receipt for 
the same and forward to the Treasurtr of the United 
States. 

Sec. 4. That this act shall take effect in each State as 
soon as said State has made provisions by law for or- 
ganizing, clothing and equipping and maintaining of the 
companies prescribed: Provided, That in States where 
such provision has already been made no further action 
shall be deemed necessary, and the law shall take effect 
immediately. ; 

Sec. 5. That States may maintain other companies at 
their own expense. 

Mr Cummings, New York, has introduced a bill, H. R. 
2563, “To provide for the enrollment and organization of 
naval reserve forces.” ‘That officers and men, between 
the ages of 18 and 45, serving in the mercantile marine 
of the United States, as well as also all ex-ofticers and 
formerly enlisted men of the Navy, and who are citi- 
zens, who shall so elect, and who shall be found phys- 
ically and professionally qualified by a board of naval 
officers appointed by the Secretary of the Navy, shall 
be enrolled in a naval reserve for navigating duties, for 
periods not exceeding five years, in grades and ratings 
for which they may be found qualified, and which shall 
be established by the President, corresponding to grades 
and ratings existing in the Navy: Provided, That such 
officers and men shall be held to be in the United States 
service during such periods of enrollment and may be 
called into active service in time of actual war, or when 
the danger of war is imminent, and shall obey such call un- 
der the pains and penalties of desertion: And provided 
further, That the officers and men of the Life-Saving 
Service, the Lighthouse Service, the Revenue Marine 
and the Coast Signal Service may be enrolled in the 
naval reserves and may be assigned to such duties and 
receive such annual instruction in naval warfare as the 
President may prescribe. 

Sec. 2 requires a report in person once each year for 
thirty days’ training and examinations as to his con- 
tinued fitness for duty. For this each petty officer shall 
receive $30 and each man of inferior rating $20. If un- 
fit for duty, he shall be at once discharged without com- 
pensation. 

Sec. 3. That the navigating naval reserves shall not 
be called into active service in time of peace except for 
purposes of training, but such officers and men of this 
branch as may elect to join the colors for naval training 
during the period of annual drill of the organized reserve 
forces shall be mustered into the naval service of the 
United States for that period, and when in such active 
service receive the same pay and allowances as the or- 
ganized reserve forces. 

Sec. That any vessel commanded by an officer of 
the naval reserves, and which shall have in her comple- 
ment five other officers and men belonging to the naval 
reserves, shall have the right to fly from her mainmast 
head a distinctive flag or pennant with the letters U. S. 
N. R., to be furnished by the Navy Department. 

Sec. 5. That all officers of the naval reserves holding 
commissions from the United States shall be borne upon 
the naval register as naval reserves. 

Sec. 6. That the entire organization, administration, 
compensation, training and control of the naval reserve 
forces exercised by the Government of the United States 
shall be under the direction of the President and be con- 
fided to the Department of the Navy, and the Secretary 
of the Navy is hereby authorized to detail officers and 
petty officers of the Navy to act as inspectors, instruct- 
ors and assistant instructors of the naval reserve, and 
to be the responsible custodians of the property of the 
United States issued for the training and arming of the 
said forces. 

Sec. 7. A continuous annual appropriation of $100,000 
is made for carrying into operation this act. 


REPORT OF ADJT. GENL. McALPIN, NEW YORK. 


Maj. Gen. E. A. McAlpin, Adjt. Gen. of New York, in 
his annual report for the year says much of inter- 
est and value to the National Guard. He recommends a 
number of changes important to the interests of the 
force, which are made after a very careful study into 
its various details, and a precise knowledge as to its 
needs. The following in brief are the principal features 
of the report. The number of persons in the State sub- 
ject to enrollment for military service between eighteen 
und forty-five years of age is 800,000 men. “That the 
existence of an armed force at the disposal of the civil 
authorities of the State is an absolute necessity,” says 
Gen. McAlpin, “the past has shown but too clearly; that 
the force has responded cheerfully to every call made 
and has met all expectations placed on it, is a recognized 
fact. It is also a fact that there are citizens in this 
State who, because their employees, as members of this 
force, have obeyed the call of the State, have dis- 
charged them from their employment. Protection should 
be afforded to the members of the National Guard and 
Naval Militia against such actions and such unworthy 
citizens of the State, as well as against discrimination 
in giving employment to members of these bodies, in- 
stances of which have also been reported.” 

The present appropriation for the guard makes a fur- 
ther increase in the number of organizations therein in- 
advisable, “and yet,’’ says the General, “an increase 
seems to be demanded by the times. The general gov- 
erpment has an inadequate force to man such coast de- 
fenses as there are, and a still less adequate force to 
man what there ought to be. It would therefore seem 
prudent for the State to organize at least one regiment 
of heavy artillery, with a view to assist the general gov- 
ernment in manning the defenses of New York harbor. 
To do so requires, however, a decided addition to the 
present annual appropriation made for the support of 
the National Guard.” 

The guard is said to be generally in good condition and 
its spirit excellent. A system of revolver practice is ad- 
vocated for officers, as well as a supply of ammunition. 
A State decoration for officers and men who perform 
yearly 100 per cent. of duty is recommended, as well as 
a change in the present marksman’s decoration, which 
is declared unsatisfactory. Cities of less than 30,000 in- 
habitants should be allowed to support not more than 
one military organization. 

The Naval Militia is reported in excellent condition. 
As a new rifle will in all probability soon be adopted, only 
what is absolutely necessary in the way of cartridge 
hoxes, etc., should be supplied. Blouses issued in 1887 
are now worn out and a special appropriation for new 
ones is recommended for every man in the service, as 
well as for a supply of trousers. A single-breasted dress 
coat is advocated, as well as the Buzzacott field oven, a 
completion of the medical outfit, and ambulances for 
the Ist and 2d brigades. The work at camp is said to 
be a success in every way, but the General recommends 
the ordering of the whole guard in the field or in camp 
each year, the payment of troops in the train while en 
route home, instead of in camp, a guard house and ad- 
ditional sinks at camp, as well as the removal of the 
tents to the East parade, which would give more drill 
space, while the cost would not be large. Gen. McAlpin 
expresses his entire satisfaction with all the officers and 
men detailed for duty at camp headquarters. The field 
service is most favorably commented on and in conclu- 
sion it is justly said: ‘While much was crudely per- 
formed and much could be criticised in general, it must 
be borne in mind that this was the first attempt in du- 
ties of this nature, and, taking this into consideration, 
the work of these troops was not only satisfactory, but 
in many respects an agreeable surprise.” Referring to 
the service of the troops in Brooklyn last January in 
aid of the civil authorities, in which the troops of the 
Ist Brigade received orders to assemble at 6 P. M. on 
a Sunday and were er route at 3 A. M. next morning, 
Gen. McAlpin commends the promptness and the ef- 
ficiency of the duty rendered. The survey for a road 
from camp to near Highland Station is completed. A 
representative from the Signal Corps is advocated for 
the staff of the Governor. After giving a number of 
recommendations in connection with the records of the 
rebellion, war claims, appropriations, etc., Gen. McAl- 
pin concludes: “Finally, I beg to call your attention to 
my office statf, Col. Frederick Phisterer, Asst. Adjt. 
Gen.; Col. E. B. Ten Broeck, chief clerk; Maj. H. P. 
Stacpole, Messrs. Gilbert C. Rice, Frank A. McNeely 
and William R. Wolters, clerks, and P. H. Dailey, mes- 
senger, and recommend them to your favorable notice 
and consideration; they have performed their duties and 
work faithfully and to my entire satisfaction.” The 
recommendations of Gen. McAlpin, it is hoped, will re- 
ceive the serious consideration they deserve.

Some years ago the pounding of 
muskets on the cobblestones in the street, as well as 
on armory floors, was quite common, and the muskets 
were also used as baseball bats. The criticisms of the 
“Army and Navy Journal” upon this practice were, how- 
ever, in most cases promptly acted upon by intelligent 
officers, who took immediate steps to prevent such unmili- 
tary demonstrations, and we are pleased to say they are 
now rarely seen.
